The reports of the American com- 
manders at SitnHago, including all the 
majo'r generals, division and 
brigade 


commanders, which was made public in 
the ne\\s dispatches vi-sti-rday. gave fur 
the first time tu the public m-u's of the 
terribly demoralized condition of 
the 


American army. 


If this state of affaiis had been kuou'ii 


a week ago the most serious results 
might hiiv followed. Te Spanish gov- 
ernment might have been *-xciti-d to re- 
frain from making peace overtures and 
to prolong their resistance. The pub- 
licity given to these reports is most 
strongly doptvi at'-d by almost every of- 
U,iial of the administration, but the 
American army at Santiago is bi-iiiK 
loaded upon titinspoi'ts as rapidly as 
I.'ussible. and it is hoped that w i t h i n a 
few days the bulk of the army w i l l be at 
sea, bound for Montaulk 1'olnt, L,. I. 


In the placw of these U'-ary and bat- 


tle-worn troops w i l l be live regiments 
of immunes, now due at Santiago. sup- 
posed tu bo proof against yellow fever, 
and at any rate gift>-<]f \\ ith a fresh store 
of i-»H-rgy and health to draw from. 
(Jeneral Miles has w i t h him in Porto 
Uieo n force probabl.\ equal t" the a« tual 
cluinnrids of 11)'' lumpnign Uiere, so that 
the hi-avy p'liil'orccnients now on their 
way to that island or about tu lu; dis- 
latched can bi' safely di\*i'i"tcd to Sun 
tmgo or any oiln r Cuban port at short 
notice it in-t asion should make it neces- 
sary. 


With a knowledge of thes? facts the 


ollii'ials breathe ejsier and feel tolerably 
siilV ax to the conditions at Santiago. It 
Is supposed that the govcrnmi-nt censors 
at New York made an effort to prevent 
the communication of the facts stated in 
tin.- Santiago dispatches to Kurope, but 
it is unlikely that they succi-cdi-d, inas- 
much as the Mime ncus, being freely 
Riven out at Santiago, undoubtedly rnufat 
have ivacheil Kingston, Jam., and been 
tranfcimtted to Kurope without censor- 
ship at the hands ot our government. 


It is said to be overstating the ease to 


«ay that General Shafter W;LK rebuked 
for allowing publication of the "round 
robin," for the secretary of war con- 
fined his communication to the simple 
inquiry as to whether the general had 
given publicity to the -Roosevelt letter 
and the round robin.

War Alger were indignant, not only on 
account of the poor judfnru-nt of the 
commander of the Fifth corps in permit- 
linn such startling intelligence to go tii 
the newspapers in America, but on ac- 
count of the effect it might have on the 
Spanish government in its considera- 
tion of the demands made by the United 
States in the note concerning Spain's 
peace overtures. 


Much anxiety was expressed in ofllcial 


circlies yesterday that the letters about 
the sanitary conditions at Santiago 
would be cabled abroad, and be brought 
to the attention of the Spanish govern- 
ment. It was said by a prominent offi- 
cial that Spain might see in the com- 
munication reason why she could safe- 
ly decline to accede to tho American 
terms, as the letters addressed to Gen- 
eral Shafter very very favorable to a 
continuance of the war by Spain, with 
practically all the United States land 
forces wasted by sickness, and unable 
to make an offensive or defensive cam 
paign. 


In order to prevent tho publication of 


the two letters abroad, the censorship 
over press dispatches to newspapers 
outside of the Unified States was re- 
established yesterday by direction of 
the war department. It Is not known 
positively, however, outside of official 
circles, whether the censorship applies 
to all' pres» dispatches relating to the 
war. no-t only to the communications 
made public by General Shafter, but the 
understanding is that the ShaXtor let- 
ters alone are effected. 


The censorship on press matter a<3 


dressed to newspapers in foreign coun- 
tries was religiously enforced during 
and prior to the Santiag-o campaign, but 
was removed after the surrender of 
General Toral.
